Neva received last night ie as follows :— 

A strong band of mounted banditti, said 
to number nearly 10,000 horse, led by ove 
Li Tuho, te, ‘Li, the Great Tiger,’ a 
former Tuipiug or Nienfei rebel chief who 
has been in hiding ever since the sixties in 
Chinese Tarkestun, have eaddenly appeared 
in Ube neighbourhood of Pingan in the 
central portion of Shensi province, and 
have recently been carrying their depreda- 
tions a3 fur as the gatos of the famous hill 
fortress barrier of T'angkuso in Honan, 
which forme the spex of the triangle formed 
by the! borders of Shansi, Shengi, wad 
Honan. In consequence of this, tele 
graphic communioslion from Shunghni to 
Hoelantu, the crpitel of Shensi, bas Leen 
partially interrugted: by the cntting of the 
fines somewhere between Pingan and 
T'ungkoan. Thia difficulty fa met by mes- 
soges being despatched hy mountad couriers, 
who pick their way from Pingan to T*ung- 
kuan through the disturbed districts, aud 
i therefore takes a telegram abaat thirty- 
six bours longer than usual to get to ite 
destination, The telegrams are then sent 
on from T*ungkuan to Heianfu or Lanchon, 
the capital of Knnsu, as tha case muy ba, 
The present rising is denied by the muan- 
dating to bavo-sny connection with the 
Mubowmeden rebellion in Shonkan, tho 
former being tormed by them T'xfei or 
‘local desperndoes,’ bnt then they also 
ignore the fact of the Xela Zui boing at 
the back of the Kanga Mussulinans,—W,-0.
